The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In species claims 3 and 9 compounds 4,1 1 and 1 2 are the same. Compounds 5 
and 13 and 6 and 14 are identical respectively. 

In claim 7 penultimate line, second occurrence of R should be R4. 

In claim 7 R8 is not defined. 

In claim 8 R8 is defined but R8 does not appear in the structural formula. 
Claims 1 -1 2 are objected to for being unclear in that many of the coefficients are 
unclear. 

Applicants should present a fresh copy of the claims. 

The structural formula in the Abstract is incorrect. A new Abstract is required.
